s ou rc e s 
sa id 
Washing ton had ordered a 
freeze. 
The 
com m and 
did 
say , 
howev er, that troop streng th 
in V ietnam had fallen slig htly 
u nder 27 ,000. 
thu s beating 
Nix on's tim etable, althou g h 
official fig u re s w on’t be 
av ailable u ntil nex t Monday . 
Most of the US. forces r e ­ 
m aining in Vietnam are a d­ 
v isers. technicians, pilots and 
su pport troops. 
The bu lk of the U S.su pport 
to the Sou th V ietnam ese is 
com ing from air bases in 
G u am and Thailand and from 
7 th Fleet ships off the coast of 
Vietnam. 
Abou t 100,000 US. serv ice­ 
men a re su pporting Saig on’s 
w ar effort from these bases 
ou tside Vietnam , in addition 
to the 27 ,000 in the cou ntry . 


Wednesday afternoon in the 
M emorial Bu ilding .

Shou b noted that each res­ 
ident of the a pa rtm e nts m u st 
sig n a lease with stipu lations 
of what can and cannot be 
done. No anim als or children 
a re allowed and each resident 
m u st be able to g et arou nd 
withou t help. 
He said v eterans and dis­ 
placed persons will be g iv en 
preference. Au tomobiles will 
be perm itted, with the bu ild­ 
ing hav ing approx im ately 35 
parking spaces

(AP) — The lau nch team fed 
electrical power to a Satu rn V 
rocket today to sta rt the long 
cou ntdown for Apollo 17 , the 
last US. jou rney to the moon 
in the foreseeable fu tu re. 
The cou ntdown clock beg an 
ticking rig ht on schedu le at 
8 :30 a.m . E ST ,.aim ing for a 
liftoff of the g iant rocket at 
9 :53 p.m . nex t Wednesday , 
the first nig ht lau nching of a 
US. m anned space flig ht. 
Other 
early 
activ ity 
in­ 
clu ded filling the w ater tanks 
of the lu nar and com m and 
sh ips, 
C h a lle ng e r 
and 
America. 
The clock read 104 hou rs 30 
m inu tes as it started. It will 
be halted at sev eral planned 
points to prov ide lau nch crew 
rest periods and catchu p time 
for any item that mig ht fall * 
behind schedu le. 
Key ev ents in the cou nt- 
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down inclu de installation of 
py rote c h nic 
de v ic e s , 
a c ­ 
tiv ating batteries, loading the 
c om m a nd 
s h ip's 
pow er- 
produ cing 
fu el 
cells, 
se r­ 
v icing the two space v ehicles 
and pu mping m ore than one 
million g allons of fu el into the 
Satu rn 5 tanks. 
The astronau ts who will 
m ake the last Apollo v oy ag e, 
Eu g ene A. Cernan, g eolog ist 
H arrison H.Schm itt and Ron­ 
ald E .E v ans planned to spend 
most of the day in spaceship 
sim u lators, 
rehearsing 
the 
lau nching and the firing ou t 
of earth orbit toward 
the 
moon. 
It is their last day of formal 
training . On F riday they u n­ 
derg o an ex tensiv e phy sical 
e x a m ina tion 
and 
from 
Satu rday u ntil 
lau nch day 
they hav e their choice of how 
they want to prepare for the 
flig ht — in sim u lators, rev iew 
sessions, g eolog y briefing s or 
fly ing T38 je t 
pla ne s 
in 
proficiency ru ns. 
Cernan and Schm itt, the 
firs t sc ie ntis t pic ked for 
space flig ht, a re to land on 
the modn Dec. 11 for a record 
stay of 7 5 hou rs, du ring which 
they plan three su rface ex ­ 
cu rsions, each lasting sev en 
hou rs. They a re to driv e a 
moon car abou t 23 miles in 
their qu est for lu nar secrets. 
The landing site is nam ed 
Tau ru s-Littrow and is located 
in the northeast qu adrant of 
the moon on the edg e of the 
Sea of Serenity . The tou ch­ 
down point is a mou ntain- 
ring ed v alley which Cernan, 
the Apollo 
17 com m ander, 
calls a “ box cany on.” 
Here they hope to ex plore 
m ou ntains and a 
v olcanic 
v alley in a search for v ery old 
rocks, perhaps dating back 
4.6 billion y ears to the birth of 
the moon. They also hope to 
find v ery “ y ou ng ” m aterial, 
m ay be only 100 million y ears 
old. 
While orbiting alone, E v ans 
will operate a set of new in­ 
stru m ents intended to de te r­ 
m ine the composition of the 
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moon down to a depth of 
three-qu arters 
of 
a 
mile, 
m easu re the constitu ents and 
the alm ost nonex istent lu nar 
a tm os ph e re a nd 
dra w 
a 
therm al m ap of the reg ion 
ov er which the com m and ship 
America passes.

the Sou th. 
When asked if Du e had pro­ 
posed a face-to-face meeting 
for the two chief ex ecu tiv es, 
Zieg ler, who was not at the 
Wednesday meeting , said not 
to his knowledg e.

Five Wo me n Le ap 
To Escape Flame s 


NEW ORLEANS, La. (AP) 
— Spectators jam m ed streets 
in the heart of the city as fiv e 
women leaped from the 15th 
floor of a bu rning bu ilding . 
Some wept, som e pray ed as 
helicopters raced with death 
to rescu e eig ht men trapped 
on the roof. Fou r persons 
died. 
The women on the 15th floor 
of the 16-slory bu ilding called 
for help as firerpen tried u n­ 
su ccessfu lly to reach them 
with ex tension ladders lashed 
tog ether. 
“ We were three stories too 
short.” said Fire Chief Lou is 
San Salv ador. He said there 
was a possibility of arson. 
As 
th e 
fla m e s 
licked 
nearer, the fiv e women beg an 
ju mping . With the horrified 
crow d 
w a tc h ing , 
they 
plu ng ed to a rooftop of an 
adjoining bu ilding - a fall of 
eig ht stories. 
Each fall was accom panied 
by a scream from the crowd. 
“ T he firsl 
g irl 
... 
fell 
straig h t,” said Mark Wheeler 
II, who watched from the 
street. "T he others ... cam e 
ou t 
s om m e r s a u lting 
and 
hitting 
th e 
e dg e 
of 
the 
bu ilding as they cam e down.” 
Pat Ty nes watcncd irom 
the roof of the bu ilding to 
which the women plu ng ed. 
He said firem en tried fou r 
tim es to shoot a rope to the 
women abov e, g etting enou g h 
heig ht, bu t aim ing wide of the 
m ark. 
“ After each shot, they had 
to reload the g u n, rewind the 
rope and set u p for another 
shot,” Ty nes said. “Tim e was 
so dam ned preciou s.” 


In still another attem pt at 
re s c u e , 
h e lic opte r 
pilot 
Albert C arrig an tried to g et a 
rope to the women. 
“ I g ot to the corner of the 
bu ilding ju st in tim e to see the 
last one fall,” C arrig an said. 
“ It was sickening ” . 
Two who su rv iv ed the fall 
had their im pact broken by 
men on the lower roof who 
linked 
arm s and 
tried 
to 
catch them. They w ere listed 
in c ritic a l condition with 
internal inju ries. 
The fou rth v ictim of the 
fire, a man, was fou nd on the 
14th 
floor 
s ta irw e ll, 
a p­ 
parently a su ffocation v ictim. 


Meanwhile, eig ht men were 
trapped on the roof of the 
bu rning 
Rau lt 
Center, 
an 
• office-residence complex 


“ We were in a race with 
that smoke and I ju st knew 
we were 
losing , 
and 
that 
‘c opte r 
w as 
the 
m ost 
beau tifu l thing I had ev er 
seen,” said Cal G rev em berg . 


John Lockwood, an oil com ­ 
pany helicopter pilot, was fly ­ 
ing by the center when he saw 
the fire and spotted the men 
throu g h a haze of tar-stained 
smoke. 


Lockwood landed at City 
Hall to let ou t a passeng er 
and then went back to the 
rooftop. He ev acu ated six in 
two trips. Another copter g ot 
the 
re m a ining 
two, 
ju st 
before the roof g av e way . 


The fire g u tted the 15th and 
16th floors. The top floor was 
occu pied by 
the ex clu siv e 
member-only 
Lam plig hter 
Clu b.

“ We reiterate to y ou ou r 
president’s firm intention to

Nine persons were killed and 
32 inju red early today when a 
fire swept the sev enth floor of

story home for the elderly . 
Fire officials said the blaze 
was confined to the sev enth 
floor of the Baptist Towers in 
sou thwest Atlanta. They said 
most 
of 
the 
bodies 
were 
discov ered in the hall. 
F ire 
M a rs h a l 
Jim 
Seag rav es said the fire a p­ 
parently started in one room 
on 
the 
sev enth 
floor 
and 
spread down the hall, ig niting 
se v e ra l oth e r a pa r tm e nt s . 
Officials at the bu ilding said 
it holds 300 persons. 
Wit­ 
nesses said sev eral of the 
elderly persons panicked and 
fled down the stairs. 
“ I heard all these people 
c om e 
pa nic king 
and 
scream ing down the sta irs,” 
said Lou ise Alex ander, who 
liv es on the first floor. “ I 
cou ld 
h e a r 
w om en 
scream ing . ‘Come and g et 
m e .’ 
They 
ju st 
panicked. 
Some of them hav en’t been 
ou t since they g ot h ere .” 
The 
$4.5-million 
bu ilding 


was ju st completed in April. 
One resident, Otis Brewer, 
who liv es on the Uth floor, 
said the fire started rig ht at 
2:30 a.m . “ A fire alarm like 
the bu zzer on my alarm clock 
went off,” he said. Waking 
from a sou nd sleep. I thou g ht 
it was m y clock. Then I g ot u p 
and went to the door and I 
cou ld smell smoke. 
“ Sev eral of u s g ot tog ether 
and stay ed at one end of the 
hall,” he said. “ We phoned 
dow nstairs to the office and 
they told u s to stay where we 
w ere u ntil the firemen told u s 
to leav e.” 
Officials w ere still try ing to 
determ ine the cau se of the 
blaze. 


“ We’ll hav e m en working 
8 n the cau se of the fire, bu t a 
probable cau se is probably 
all w e’ll g et,” F ire M arshal 
Seag rav es said. “ You ’ll g et 
nobody (who can) tell y ou

AT THE NATIONAL LEVEL the United 
States Senate has been considering a land u se 
bilHntended to prov ide critical assistance to 
the nation in its efforts to meet the increasing 
pressu re of indu strialization, technological 
adv ances, popu lation growth and rapid u r­ 
banization. Bu t already the Senate has spent 
two and a half y ears considering the bill 
proposed by Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington. 
How mu ch longer will these legislators 
req u ire to effect a law that will prev ent 
haphazard priv ate decisions which are 
creating env ironmental chaos?

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Four Republicans Have State House Hopes

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Republican hopefuls in the 
1974 race for governor are 
likely to start coming for­ 
ward soon with 14 months 
remaining before the can­ 
didates' filing deadline. 
At least four names are 
b e i n g 
m e n t i o n e d 
prominently, 
but 
State 
Republican Chairman John S. 
Andrews says others who 
have talked to him about 
statewide races have not 
been part of the public 
speculation. 
Lt. Gov. John W. Brown, 
who may try for the top spot 
himself, says he thinks it is 
still too early. “The first 
pheasant to jump up on the 
fence usually gets his tail 
feathers full of buck shot. 
This is hunting season, you 
know,” Brown quipped. 
Brown is among those 
named as possible opponents 
of Democratic Gov. John J. 
Gilligan who at this stage, it 
seems, will run unopposed in 
the Democratic primary. The 
others are former GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, State Sen. 
Donald “Buz” Lukens of 
Middletown, and U. S. Rep. 
William Keating of Cin­ 
cinnati. 
Andrews doesn’t say who 
else has talked to him. “I 
don’t think it would be wise to 
mention mames,” he said, 
adding that he hopes his 
proposal for a candidate 
screening committee will be 
accepted by the Republican 
State Central Committee. 
The committee probably 
will meet in January, and 
Andrews hopes to convince 
members that a screening 
group to interview prospects 
and recommend choices for 
state candidates is the best 
way to avoid bitter primary 
fights in 1974. He said the 
recommendations would not 
preclude any Republican 
from running, but would 
represent 
an 
overall 
judgment as to the best 
candidates in the view of 
concerned party leaders. 
Besides the gubernatorial 
race, there also will be 
contests in 1974 for lieutenant 
governor, auditor, attorney 
general, secretary of state, 
and treasurer. 
Candidates 
must file in early February. 
Republicans now have only 
the offices of lieutenant 
governor and secretary of 
state. They had all six prior to 
1970. 
While 
the 
lieutenant 
governor sayd he is un­ 
decided about what he will 
do, friends have quoted him 
as saying he definitely will 


not seek another four years in 
his present job. Brown has 
been lieutenant governor four 
times for a total of 14 years 
and has two more left in his 
present term. 
A close associate of Brown 
predicted “he will not run 
again for lieutenant gover­ 
nor. I expect him either to go 
for the top job, or give it up 
with politics and spend full 
time with his insurance 
business.” Brown, 59, is 
president of a Columbus 
insurance firm.

Generally speaking, com­ 
mercial bank business could 
hardly be better today except 
for one thing: The federal 
government 
is 
looking 
bankers right in the eye and 
telling them 
not 
to 
raise 
prices. 
The 
price 
of 
a 
bank’s 
product is expressed in the 
interest rate, and that rate 
has 
slowly, 
almost 
im ­ 
perceptibly. moved higher in 
recent 
weeks. 
Moreover, 
there appears to be enough 
demand 
to keep 
pressure 
building 
When demand for money 
rises, as with any product, 
there is a tendency for the 
price also to rise. At least that 


is the case when the economy 
is functioning freefy, which it 
is not as long as price controls 
exist. 
Money. . however, 
is like 
raw fruits and vegetables in 
that it is exempt from con­ 
trols. Legally, the banks can 
raise their prices within 
Federal Reserve guidelines 
and not have to explain their 
decision to anyone. 
But the banks today are far- 
more sensitive to public and 
governmental opinion that at 
almost any time in the past. 
Consumers have money, and 
they must not be antagonized 
The government has power 
and must not be offended

will be angered to the point of 
retaliation if they don’t show 
as much reluctance to raise 
rates as customers are to pay 
them. 
Arthur Burns, Federal Re­ 
serve Board chairman, has 
expressed 
himself on 
the 
matter, as well he should, 
since 
he 
heads 
the 
President's Committee on 
Interest and Dividends. 
Implicit in talks the com­ 
mittee has been having with 
bankers is that failure to 
please the administration will 
result in a loss of their rate- 
making freedom. 
With 
controls 
already 
existing on so many products, 
this threat obviously is not an 
idle one. And it is a stronger 
one that might immediately 
be evident. 
The reason is that even 
without price controls, the 
Federal Reserve Board has 
the power to exert enormous 
pressure on banks by con­ 
trolling the amount of money 
that is permitted to filter 
through 
them 
into 
the 
economy. 
The Fed. that is, can limit 
the amount of goods that the 
bank has available for sale. 
To impose price controls on 
that product would mean they 
were being pressured at both 
ends, 
with 
a 
resulting 
negative impact on profits. 
The 
smart 
money 
men 
understand that this would be 
the worst of worlds and that it 
must be avoided if banks are 
to continue the very healthy 
profits 
they 
have 
been 
reporting this year. They are 
obeying, but reluctantly. 
Respon sible 
fin a n c ia l 
analysts are forecasting an 
increase from 5.75 per cent to 
nearer 6 per cent in the prime 
rate, which is the lower rate 
given to the best corporate 
customers. 
So far the forecasts haven’t 
been fulfilled, and as the list 
grows of banks that have 
reached agreements or un­ 
derstandings with federal 
officials, the likelihood of that 
6 per cent rate becomes a bit 
more remote.
